CALL TO ORDER

3:3252(A)(18), specifically LAC 7:XXIII, 1101(I).  Following the penalty matrix, the charge 

included a penalty of $1,500.00, with $750.00 suspended, due within 30 days.  The stipulation 

was signed by all parties.

DEPARTMENT REPORTS 
 

Mr. Wofford reported that the Department currently has 48 Inspectors, and will soon have 50 on 

staff. 

 

He also gave a brief update on Covid procedures concerning the office staff and testing. The 

LSU AgCenter continues to assist the Department with pesticide recertifications by offering 

virtual sessions.  

 

Pesticide Collection Program – The Department was able to host two events in December of 

2020. There are currently more events being scheduled for March and April of 2021, and details 

will be advertised as soon as the dates are confirmed with area facilities.   

 

OLD BUSINESS 
 

Mr. Wofford stated that the status of changing the eligibility of taking the pesticide exams from 

3-per year to no maximum amount per year is now complete, and all pesticide exams will now 

cost $50/exam.
